H E great number of gallant Gentlemen that Grays-7u 
| afforded at ordinary Revels, betwixt Al-bolontid; and 
Chriſtmas, exceeding therein the reſt of the Houſes of 
Court, gave occaſion to ſome Well-willers of our Sports, 
and Favourers of our Credit, to wiſh an Head anſwerable to ſo noble

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After many Conſultations had hereupon, by the Youths, and 
orhers that were molt forward herein, at length, about the 12 of 
December, with the Conſent and Aſſiſtance ot the Readers and An- 
cients, it was determined, that there ſhould be ele&ed a Prince of 
Purpoole, to govern our State for the time ; which was intended to 
be for the Credit of Grays /au, and rather to be performed by witty 
Inventions, than chargeable Expences. 

Wherenpon, preſently they made choice of one Mr. Henry Fi-tmec, 
a Norfolk-Gentieman, who was thought to be accompliſhed with ali 
g00d Parts, fit tor ſo great a Dignity ; and was alſo a very propcr 
Man of Perſonage, and very active in Dancing and Revelling.

By the ſacred T.aws of Arms, and authorized Ceremonies of the 
ſame ( maugre the Conceit of any Malecontent ) I do pronounce my Soves 
reign Liege Lord, Sir Henry, r:ghtfally to be the high and mighty 
Prince of Purpoole, Arch-Duke of Stapulia and Bernardia,' Duke of 
the High and Nether Holborn, Marqus of St. Giles's and Tottenham, 
Count Palatine of Bloomsbury and Clerkenwell, Great Lord of the 
Cantoxs of Iſlington, &c. Knight of the moſt honourable Order of the 
Helmet, and Sovereign of the ſame. 


After that the King at Arms had thus proclaimed his Style, the 
Trumpets ſounded again ; and then entred the Prince's Champion, 
all in compleat Armour, on Horſe-back, and fo came riding round 
about the Fire ; and in the midſt of the Hall, ſtayed, and made his 
Challenge in thefe Words foflowing. : 


If there be any Man, of high Degree, or low, that will ſay that my 
Sovereign i not rightly Prince of Purpoole, as by his King at Arms 
right-now hath been proclaimed, I am ready here to maintain, that he 
lieth as a falſe Traitor ; and I do challenge, in Combat, to gh! with 
him, either now, or at any time or place appointed : And in token here- 
of, 1 gage my Gauntlet, us the Prince's true Knight, and his Champion. 


When the Champion had thus made his Challenge, he departed:;

For his Highneſs's Creſt, the glorious Planet Sol, courſing through the 
twelve Signs of the Zodiack, on a Celeſtial Globe, moved upon the two 
Poles, Artick and Antartick ; with this Motro, Dum totum peragra- 
verit orbem. Al ſet upon a Chaphew : Mars turned up, Luna may- 
relled, Sapphire doubred Pearl, ſupported by two anciently renowned 
and glorious Griff yns, which have been always in League with the ho- 
xourable Pegaſus. | 


The Conceit hereof was to thew, that the Prince, whoſe private 


Arms were three Helmets, ſhould defend his Honour by Vertue, from: 


Reprehenſions of Male-contents, Carpers and Fools. The Ribband of 
Blue, with an Helmet Pendant, in intimation of St. George. In his. 


Creſt, his. Government for the twelve Days of Chriſtmas was reſem-- 


bled to the Sun's paſſing the twelve Signs, though the Prince's Conrſe 


had ſome odd degrees beyond that time : But he was wholly ſuppor-. 


ted by the Griftyns;. for Grays-7r-Gentlemen, and not the Treaſure 


of the Houſe, was charged. The Words, Sic virtus. honorem, that: 


his Vertue ſhould defend his Honour, whilft he had: run his whole 
Courſe of Dominion, without any either Eclipſfor-Retrogradation. 


After theſe things thus:done, the Attorney ftood up, and made 2 


Speech of Gratulation to the Prince ; arfd therein ſhewed what Freat 
Happineſs was:like to enſne, by the Election of ſo noble and vertuous 


a:Prince, as then-reigned over them ; rightly extolling the Nobility, 


Vertue, Puiſſance, and the ſingular Perfections of his Sovereign ;

The Pardon being thus read by the Sollicitor, the Prince made a 
ſhort Speech to his Subjects, wherein he gave them to underſtand, 
that although in Clemency he pardoned all Offences, to. that preſent 
time; yet notwithſtanding, his me:ning thereby was nor to give any 
the leaſt occaſion of Preſumption in breaking his Laws, and the Cu- 
ſtoms laudably uſed through his Dominions and Government. Nei- 
ther did he now-1o gracioufly. forgive all Errors and Miſdemeanours 
as he would hereatter ſeverely and ſtritly reform the fame. His 
Will was, that Juſtice ſhould be adminiftred to every Subject, without 
any Partiality ; and that the Wropged ſhovld make their Cauſes known 
to himſelt, by Pctition to the Maſter of the Requeſts : And further 
excuſed the:Caufes of the great-Taxes, and Sums of Money, that were 


levied, by reaſon that his Predeceſſors had not left his Coffers full of 
D 2 Treaſure, 
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Treaſure, nor. his Crown ſo furniſhed, as became the Dignity of -fo 
great a Prince. | | 

Then His Highneſs called for the Maſter of the Revels, and-wil- 
led him te paſs the time in Dancing : So his Gentlemen-Penfioners 
and Attendants, very gallantly appointed, in thirty Couples, danced 
the Old Meaſures, and their Galliards, and other kind of Dances, re- 
velling until it was very late; and fo ſpent the reſt of their Perfor- 
mance in thoſe Exerciſes, until it pleaſed His Honour to take his way 
to his Lodging, with Sound of Trumpets, and his Attendants in or- 
der, as is above ſet down. | 

There was the Concluſion of the firſt grand Night, the Perfor- 
mance whereof increaſed the ExpeQtation of thoſe things that were 
to enſue ; inſomuch that the common Report amongſt all Strangers 
was ſo great, and the ExpeRation of our Proceedings ſo extraordina- 
ry, that it urged us to take upon us- a greater State” than was at the 
firſt intended : And therefore, beſides all the ſtately and ſumptuous 
Service-that was continually done the Prince, in very Princely man- 
ner ; and beſides the daily Revels, and ſuch like Sports, which were 
uſual, there was intended divers grand Nights, for the Entertainment 
of Strangers to. our Paſs-times and Sports, Þ£a Fatt 

The next grand Night was intended to be upon Innocents-Day at 
Night ; at which time there was a great Preſence of Lords, Ladies, 
and worſhipſul Perſonages, that did expe& ſome notable Performance 
at that time; which, indeed, had been effetted, if rhe multitude of 
Beholders had not been fo exceeding great, that thereby there was no 
convenient room for rhoſe that were Actors ; by reaſon whereof, ive- 
ry, good Inventions and Conceipts could not have dpportunity to be 
applauded, which otherwiſe would have been great Contentation to- 
the Beholders. Againſt which time, our Friend, the mer Temple, 
determined to ſend their Ambaſſador to our Prince of State, as ſent 
from Frederick Templarius, their Emperor, who was then buſied in 
his Wars againſt the Turk.. The Ambaſſador came vesy gallantly ap- 
pointed, and attended by a great number of brave Gentlemen, which 
arrived at our Court about Nine of the Clock at Night. Upon their 
coming thither, the King at Arms gave notice to-the Prince, then 
ſitting in his Chair of State in the Hall, that there was. come'to his 


Court an Ambaſſador from: his ancient Friend the State of 7; emplaria, 


which deſired.to have preſent Acceſs unto His Highneſs ; and ſhewed 
his 
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his Honour ſurther, that he ſeemed to be of very good ſort, becauſe 
he was ſo well attended ; and rherefore deſired that it would pleaſe 
His Honour that ſome of his Nobles and Lords might condut him 


' to'His Highneſs's Preſence'; which was done. So he was brought in 


very ſolemnly, with Sound;of- Trumpets, the King at Arms and Lords 
of Parpoole making to his Company, which marched before him in; 
order... He was received very Kihdly of rhe Prince, and placed in a 
Clair beſides His Highneſs, to the end that:he might be Partaker of 
the Sports intended. But firſt, he made a Speech to the -Prince; 
wherein he declared how his exccllenr Renown;and Fame was known 
throughout all the whole World ; and that the Report of lus Greats 
neſs was not contained within the Bounds of the Ocean; but had come 
to the Ears of his noble Sovereign, Frederick Templarius, where he is 
now warring againſt the 7urks, the-known Enemies to all Chriften- 
Aom ; who having heard that His Excellency kept his Conrt at Graya 
this Chri/tmas, thought-it to ſtagd, with, hisancient League of Amity 
and near. Kindneſs, that ſo long. hath been continued and: increaſed 
by their noble, Anceſtors of famous-Memery and. Deſert, . to gratulate 
his Happineſs, and flouriſhing Eſtate ; and in that regard, had ſent 
him his Ambaſſador, to be reſiding at, His.Excellency's Court, in ho- 
nour of his Greatneſs, and taken of, his tender Love and Good Will 
he bearcth to His Highneſs ; the Confirmation. whereof the eſpecially 
required, and by all means poſſible, would ſtudy:to-increa'e and eter-- 
nize :. Which Function he was the more willing to, accompliſh; be- 
cauſe our State of Graya did-grace 7Zemplaria, with the Preſence of an 
Ambaſſador about thirty Years.ſince, upon like occafion.

When the Ambaſſador was placed, as aforeſaid, and that there was 
ſomething ro be performed for the Delight of the Beholders, there 
aroſe ſuch a diſordered Tumult and Crowd upon the Stage,that there 


was no Opportunity to effe& that which was intended: There came 


ſo greata number of worſhipful Perſonages upan the Stage, that might 
not bediſplaced ; and Gentlewomen, whoſe Sex did privilege them 
from Violence, that when the Prince and his Officers had in vain, a 
ood while, expected and endeavoured a Reformation, at length 
there was no hope-of Redreſs for that preſent. The Lord Ambaſlador 
and his Train thought that they were not ſo kindly entertained, as was 
before expected, and thereupon would not ſtay any longer atthattime, 


. but, in'a ſort, diſcontented and diſpleaſed. After their Departure the 


Throngs and Tumults'did ſomewhat ceaſe, although fo much of them 
continued, as was able to diſorder and confound any good Inventions 
whatſoever. In regard whereof, as alſo for that the Sports intended 
were eſpecially for the gracing of the Templarians, it was thought 

ood not to offer any thing of Account, 'faving Dancing: and Revel- 
ing with Gentlewomen ; and after ſuch Sports, a Comedy of Er- 
rors (like to Plautus his Menechmus) was played by the Players. So 
that Night was begun, and continued to the end, in nothing but 
Confuſion and Errors ; whereupon, it was ever afterwards called, 
The Night of Errors. 

This miſchanceful Accident ſorting ſo ill, to the great prejudice of 
theireſt of our Proceedings, was'a great 'D.ſcourageinent and Diſpa- 
ragement to our whole State ; yet it gave occaſion to the Lawyers of 
the Prince's Council, the next Night, aiter Revels, to read. a Com- 
mifſion - of ' Oyer and: 7erminer, dire&ed to certain Noble-men and 
Lords of His Highnels's Council, and others, -that they ſhould” en- 
quire, or cauſe Enquiry to be made of ſomegreat Diſorders'and Abu- 
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ſes lately done: and committed. within, His. Highneſs's Dominions of 
Parpoole, eſpecially by Sorceries and Inchantments ; and namely, of 
2 great Witchcraſt uſed the N:ght before, whereby there were great 
Diſorders and Miſdemeanours, by Hurly-burlies, Crowds, Errors, 
Conluſtons, vain Repreſentations and Shews, to the utter Diſcredit 
of our State and Policy. " 

The next Night upon, this Occaſion, we preferred Judgments. thick 
and threefold, which were read publickly by the Clerk ot the Crown, 
being all againft a Sorcerer or Conjurer that was ſuppoſed to be the 
Cauſe of that confuſed Inconvenience. Therein was contained, 
How he had cauſed the Stage to be built, and Scaffolds to be reared 
to the top of the Houſe, to increaſe ExpeQation. Alſo how he had 
cauſed divers Ladies and Gentlewomen, and others of good Condi- 
tion, to be invited to. our Sports. ; alſo our deareſt -Friend, the State 
of Templaria, to be diſgraced, and difappointed of their kind Enter- 
rainment, deſerved and intended. Alfo that he cauſed Throngs and: 
Turmults, Crowds. and Outrages, to-diſturb. our whole Proceedings. 
And Laſtly, that he had foiſted a Company of baſe and common Fel- 
lows, to make upour Diſorders with a Play of Errors and Confuſions ; 
and that that Night had gpined to us Diſcredit,. and- it (elf a Nick- 
name of Errors. All which were agaioft the, Crown and Dignity of 
our Savereign Lord, the Prince of Purpoole.' = by 

Under Colous of thefe Proceedings, were laid open-to the View, 
all the Cauſes of note that were committed by our chiefeſt States-men: 
in the Government af our Principality ; and every Officer in- any: 
great Place, that had not performed. his Duty in that Service, was. * 
taxed hereby, from the higheſt to the loweſt, noe ſparing the Guard: 
and Porters, that ſuffered ſo many diſordered Perſons to enter in 4 
the Court-Gates : Upon whoſe aforeſaid Indictments, the Priſoner was- 
arraigned at the Bar, being brought thither by the Lieutenant of the- 
Tower { for at that time the Stocks were graced: with that Name ; ) 
and the Sheriff impannelled a, Jury of Twenty four Gentlemen; that: 
were to give their Verdict upon. the. Fridgnce given. The Prifoner. 
appealed to the Prince his Excellency for Juſtice, and humbly defircd, 
that it would pleaſe His Highneſs. to underſtand the Truth of the: 
Matter by his Supplication, which he hd. ready.to bentrojeg the 
Maſter of the Requeſts. The-Pringe gave Jeave to the Maſter of the: 
Requelts, that he ſhafild read the Petition.;, wherein oc"

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of all the Knavery and Juggling of the Attorney and Sollicitor, which 
had brought all this Law-ſtuff on purpoſe to blind the Eyes of his Ex- 
cellency, and all the honourable Court there , going about to make 
them think, that thoſe things which they all ſaw and preceived ſen- 
ſibly to be in very deed done, and actually performed, were nothing 
elſe but vain Illuſions, Fancies, Dreams and Enchantments, and to be 
wrought and compaſſcd by the Means of a poor harmleſs Wretch, 
that never had heard of ſuch great Matters in all his Liſe : Whereas 
the very Fault was in the Negligence of the Prince's Council, Lords 
and Officers of his State, that had the Rule of the Roaſt, and by whoſe 
Advice the Commonwealth was fo ſoundly miſ-governed. To prove 
theſe things to be true, he Lrought divers Inſtances of great Abſurdi- 
ties committed by the greateſt ; and made ſuch Allegations, as could 
Not be denied. Theſe were done by ſome that were touched by the 
Attorney and Sollicitor, in'their former Proceedings, and they uſed 
the Priſoners Names for means of Quittance with them in that behalf. 
But the Prince and States-men (being pinched on both ſides, by both 
the Parties) were not a little offended at the great Liberty that they 
had taken, in cenfſuring ſo far of His Highneſs's Government ; and 
thereupon the Priſoner was freed and pardoned, . the Attorney, Solli- 
Citor, Maſter of the' Requeſts, and:thoſe that were aequainted.with 
the Draught of the Petition, were all of them commanded to the 
Tower ; fo the Lieutenant. took charge of them. © And this was the 
End of our Law-ſports; concerning the Night of Errors. 

- When we were wearicd with, oo thus at opr own Follies, at 
length there was a great Conſultation: had 'for'the Recovery of our 
oft Honour. Tt was then concluded, 'that*firſt the Prince's Council 
hould be-reformed, and ſome graver Conceipts ſhould have their 
places, to adviſe upon thoſe things that were propcunded to be done 
afterward. Therctore, - uport better Conſideration, there were divers 
Plats and Devices intended apainft the "Friday after New-years-day, 
being the 3d:6f January : And to prevent all unruly Tumulrs, and 
former Inconveniences, there was Provided a Watch of Armed Men, 
to ward at the four Ports ; and Whifflers, to make good Order un- 
der the four Barpns ; and the Lord Warden to over-ſee them all, thar 
none but thoſe that-were'of ' good Condition might be ſuffered to - 
be Jet into the Court And 'thetike Officers yyere every where ap- 
pointed: L 4 My | bella (if go $52.91 1438 IDE Pat #$7:k, 
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On the 34. of Faxuary at Night, there was a moſt honourable Pre. 
ſence of Great and Noble Perfonages, that came as invited to our 
Prince; asnamely, the Right Honourable the Lord Keeper, the Earls of 
Shrewsbury, Cumberland, Northumberland, Southampton and Eſſex, the 
Lords Buckhurſt, Windſor, Mountjoy, Shefield, Compton, Rich, Burleygh, 
Mounteagle, and the I'ord Thomas Howard ; Sir Thomas Henneage, Six 
Robert Cecil; with a great number of Knights, Ladies and very wor- 
ſhipful Perſonages: All which had convenient Places, and very goad 
Entertainment, to their good Liking and Contentment. 

When they were all thus placed and ſetled in very good Order, the 
Prince came into the Hall with his wonted State, and aſcended his 
Throne at the high End of the Hall, under His Highneſs's Arms ; 
and after him came the Ambaſlador of 7Tempfarza, with his Train like« 
wiſe, and was placed by the Prince as he was before ; his Train alſo 
had Places reſerved for them, and were provided for them particular- 
ly. Then, after variety of Muſick, they were preſented with this 
Device. : 

At the ſide of the Hall, behind a Curtain, was ereed an Altar to 
the Goddeſs of Amity ; her Arch-Flamen, ready to attend the Sacri= 
fice and Incenſe that ſhould, by her Servants, be offered unto her : 
Round about the fame fate Nymphs and Fairies, with Inſtruments of 
Muſick, and made very pleaſant Melody with Viols and Voices, and 
ſang Hymns and Praiſes to her Deity. . 

Then iſſued forth of another Room the firſt pair of Friends, which 
were Theſeus and Perithous ; they came in Arm in Arm, and offered 
Incenſe apon the Altar to their Goddeſs, which ſhined and burned ve- 
ry clear, without Blemiſh ; which being done, they departed. 

Then likewiſe came Achi/es and Patroclus ; after them, Pilades 
and Oreſtes; then Scipio and Lelius : And all theſe did, in all things, 
as the former, and ſo departed. | 

Laſtly, were preſented Graius and Templarins ; and they twocame 
lovingly, Arm in Arm, to the Altar, and offered their Incenſe as the 
reſt, but the Goddeſs did not accept of their Service ; which appea- 
red by the troubled Smoak, and dark Vapour, that choaked the Flame, 
and ſmothered the clear burning thereof. Hereart, the Arch-Flamen , 
willing to pacifie the angry Goddeſs, preferred certain myſtical Ce- 
remonies and Invocations, and commanded the Nymphs to ſing ſome 


Hymns of Pacification to her Deity, and cauſed them to make __ 
E @ 
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of their Devotion again ; which they did, and then the Flame burnt 
more clear than at any time before, and continued longer in bright- 
neſs and ſhining to them, than to any of thoſe Pairs of Friends tha 


| had gone before them ; and fo they departed. ; 


Then the Arch-Flamen did pronounce Grayzs and Templarias to be 
as true nd perfect Friends, and fo familiarly united and linked with 
the Bond and League of ſincere Friendſhip and Amity, as ever were 
Theſeus and Ferithoxs, Achilles and Patroclus, Pilades and Oreſtes,or 
Scipio and Lelias ; and therewithal did further divine,that this Love 
ſhould Le perpetual. And Laſtly,denounced an heavy Curfe onthen 
that ihall any way go about to break or weaken the fame ; and an 
Happineſs to them that ſtudy and labour toeternize it for ever. -So 
with ſweet and pleaſant Melody, the Curtain was drawn,as it was 
at the firſt. 

Thus was this Shew ended, which was deviſed to that End, that 
thoſe that were preſent might underſtand, that the Unkindneſs which 
was growing betwixt the Templartans and us, by reaſon of the for- 
mer Night of Errors, and the uncivil Behaviour wherewith they were 
entertained, as before I have partly touched, was now clean rooted 
out and forgotten, and that we now were more firm Friends, and 
kind Lovers, than ever before we had been, contrary to the evil Re- 
ports that ſome Enviers of our Happineſs had ſown abroad. 

The Prince then ſpake to the Ambaſſador, that the Shew had con- 
tented him exccedingly ; the rather, that it appeared thereby, that 
their ancient Amity was fo freſh and flouriſhing, that no Friendſhip 
in the World hath been compared to the Love and Good Will of the 
Grayans and Templarians. And to the end that he might ſthew that 
the Conceipt was pleaſing unto him, His Highneſs offered the Inrd 
Ambaſlador, and ſome of his Retinue, with the Knighthood of the 
Helmet, an Order of his own Inſtitution. 

To that end His Excelleney called to him his King at Arms, and 
willed him to place the Ambaſſador, and ſome of his Followers, and 
alſo ſome of his own Court, that they might receive the Dignity at 
his hands ; which being done, and the Maſter of the Jewels attending; 
with the Collar of the Order, the Prince came down from his Chair 
of State, and took a Collar, and put it about the Lord Ambaſlidor's 
Neck, he kneeling down on his Left Knee, and faid unto him, Sois 
Chivaler ;. and fo was done to the reſt, to the number of Twenty four. 
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So the Prince and the Lord: Ambaſſador took their Places again in 
their Chairs, and the reft according to their Condition. 
Then Helmet, His Highneſs's King at Arms, ftood forth before 
the Prince, in his Surcoat of Arms, and cauſed the Trumpets to ſound, 
and made his Speech, as doth follow. - 


The moſt mighty aud paiſſant Prince, Sir Henry, my gracious Lord 
and Severeign, Prince of Purpoole, Arch-Dauke of Stapulia and Ber- 
nardia, Duke of High and Nether Holborn, Margus of Sz. Giles's 
aud Tottenham,Count Palatine of Bloomsbury and Clerkenwell, great. 
Lord of the Cantons of Iſlington, Kentiſh-Town, Paddington and 
Knights-bridge, hath heretofore, for the ſpecial gracing of the Nobili- 
ty of his Realm,aud honouring the Deſerts of Strangers, his Favourites, 
inſtituted a moi# honourable Order ' of Knighthood of the Helmet, 
whereof is Honour v Sovereign, in Memory of the Arms he beareth, 
worthily given to one of his noble Anceſtors, many Tears paſt, for ſa- 
ving the Life of his then Sovereign'; in regard that as the Helmet de- 
fendeth the chiefeſt part of the Body,the Head ; ſo did he guard and 
defend the ſacred Perſon of the Prince, the Head of the State. His 
Highneſs at thu time had made choice of a Number of vertwous aud 
nol.Je Perſonages, to admit them into his honourable Society ; whaſe good 
Example may be a Spur and Encouragement to the young Nobility of his 
Dominions, to cauſe them to aſpire to the heighth of all honouralle 
Deſerts. 5 

To the honourable Order are annexed ſtridt Rules of Arms, and Ci- 
vil Government, religiouſly to be obſerved by all thoſe that are admit- 
ted to this Dignity. Toa therefore, mot noble Gentlemen, whom His 
Highneſs at this time ſo greatly honoureth with his Royal Order, you 
muſt every one of you kiſs your Helmet, and therehy promiſe aud vow 
to obſerve and pradtiſe , or otherwiſe, as the Caſe ſhall require, ſhun 
and avoid all theſe Conftitutions and Ordinances, which, out of the Re- 
cords of my Office of Arms, 1 ſhall read unto you. 


Then the King at Arms took his Book, and turned to the Articles 
of the Orders, and read them, as followeth.

When the King at Arms had read all theſe Articles of the Order of 
the Knighthood, and finiſhed the Ceremonies belonging to the fame, 
and that every one had taken their Places as before, there was variety 
of Conſort-Muſick ; and in the mean while, the Knights of the Or-- 
der, which were not Strangers, brought into the Hall a Running. 
Banquet in very good order, and gave it to the Prince, and Lords, 
#nd other Strangers, in imitation of the Feaſt that belongeth to all 
ſuch honourable Inſtitutions. | | 

This being done, there was a Table ſet in the midl(t of the Stage, 
before the Prince's Seat ; and there fate ſix of the Lords of his Privy

© Warlike People ; your Coffers, like the Z-dian Mines, when that 
* they are firſt opened ; your Store-houſes are as Sea-walls, like to

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© votion of your Subjects to your Crown and Perſen, their good A- 
2 greement amongſt themſelves, their Wealth and Proviſion ; and 
* then your Strength and unrevocable Confederation with the noble 
* and honourable Perſonages, and the Fame and Reputation without 
© of ſo rare a Concurrence, whereof all the former Regards do grow : 
* How can he think any Exerciſe worthy of your Means, but that of 
* Conqueſt ? For, in few Words, What is your Strength, 1f you find 
© it not 2 Your Fortune, if you try it not? Your Vertue, if you ſhew 
*it not? Think, Exce/Jent Prince, what Senſe of Content you found 
* in your ſelf, when you were firſt inveſted in our State: For though 
*I know Your Excellency is far from Vanity and Lightneſs, yet it is 
* the nature of all things to find Reſt when they come to due and pro- 
* per places. But be afſured of this, that this Delight will languiſh 
* and vanifh ; for Power will quench Appetite, and Satiety will en- 
* dure Tediouſneſs. But if you embrace the Wars, your Trophies and 
* Triumphs will be as continual Coronatiohs, that will not ſuffer your 
© Glory and Contentment to fade and wither. Then when you have 


© enlarged your Territories, ennobled your Country, diſtributed For- 


* tunes, good or bad, at your pleaſure, not only to Particulars, but 
©*to Cities and Nations ; marked the Computations of Times with 
© your Expeditions and Voyages, and the Memory of Places by your 
* Exploits and Victories, in your later Years you ſhall find a ſweet 
© Reſpect into the Adventures of your Youth, you thall enjoy your 
© Reputation, you ſhall record your Travels, and after your own 
© time, you ſhall eternize your Name, and leave deep Foot-ſteps of 
* your Power in the World.. To conclude, Exce/eat Prince, and 
* moſt worthy to have the Titles of Victories added to other your 
© high and deſerved Titles ; Remember, the D.vines find nothing 
© more glorious to reſemble our State unto, than a Warfare, All 
© things in earneſt and jeſt do aftect A kind of Victory, and all other 
© Vidtories are but Shadows to the Victories of the Wars. ' Therefore 
* embrace the Wars, for they diſparage you not ; and believe that if 
* any Prince do otherwiſe, it is either in the Weakneſs of his Mind

7 may ſeem, Moſt Excellent Prince, that my Lord, which now hath 
I . did never read the juft Cenſures of the wiſeſt Men, who 
compared great Conquerors to great Rovers and Witches, whoſe Power 
is in Deftruftion, and not in Preſervation ; elſe would he never have 
adviſed your Excellency to become as ſome Comet, or Blazing Star, 
which ſhould threaten and pretend nothing but Death and Dearth, Com- 
Buſtiens and Troubles of the World. And whereas the governing Fa- 
culties of Men are two, Force and Reaſon ; whereof the one is Bruit, 
and the other Divine, he wiſheth you, for your principal Ornament and 
Reeality, the Talons of the Eagle to catch the Prey, and not the pier= 
cing Sight which ſeeth into the bottom of the Sea : But I, contrary-wiſe, 
will wiſh unto your Highneſs the Exerciſe of the beFt and pureſt part 


of the Mind, and the moſt innocent and meriting Regueſt, being the 


Conqueſt of the Works of Nature ; making his Proportiong that you 


bend the Excellency of your Spirits to the ſearching out, inventing and 


diſcovering of all whatſoever is hid in ſecret ia the World, that your 
Excellency be mot as a Lamp that ſhineth to others, and yet ſeeth not 
it ſelf ; but as the Eye of the HYorld, that both carrieth and uſeth 
Light. Antiquity, that preſenteth unto us in dark Viſtons, the Wife 
dom of former Times, inforweth us, that the Kingdoms have always 
had an Affinity with the Secrets and MySteries of Learning. Amongſt 
the Perſians, the Kings were attended on by the Magi ; the Gy mna{o- 
phiſts bad al the Government under the Princes of Alta ; and general- 
ly, thaſe Kiagdoms were accounted moFt happy, that had Rulers maſt ad- 


difted to P hiloſopiy : The Ptolemies zu Egypt may be for inſtauce ; aud 


Solyman was a Han ſo feen in the Univerſality of Nature, that he wrote 
en Herbal of a that-was green upon the Earth. No Congaeft of Ju- 
lius Czrfar m2de him ſo remembred as the Calendar. Alcxander the 
Great wrote to Ariſtotle, «pon the publiſhing of the Phyſicks, that he 


eſteemed more of excellent Men in Knowledge, than in the Empire. And 


to this purpoſe I will commend to your Fhighneſs four principal Forks 
and Monuments of your ſelf : Firſt, The collecting of a moſt perfeet and 


general 
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general Library, wherein whatſoever the Wit of Man hath heretofore 
committed to Books of worth, be they ancient or modern, printed or Ma- 
nuſcript, European or of the other Parts, of one or other Language, 
may be made contributary to your Wiſdom. Next, a ſpacious, wonder- 

ul Garden, wherein whatſoever Plant, the Sun of divers Climates, out 
of the Earth of divers Moulds, either wild, or by the Culture of Man, 
brought forth, may be, with that Care that appertaineth to the good 
proſpering thereof, ſet and cheriſhed. This Garden to be built about 
with Rooms, to ſtable inall rare Beaſts, and to cage in all rare Birds ; 
with two Lakes adjoining, the one of freſh Water, and the other of ſalt, 
for like variety of Fiſhes : And fo yoa may have, in a ſmall Compaſs, 
a Model of Univerſal Nature made private. The third, A goodly huge 
Cabinet, wherein whatſoever the Hand of Man, by exquiſite Art or 
Engine, hath made rare in Stuff, Form, or Motion, whatſoever Singu- 
larity, Chance and the Shuffle of things hath produced, whatſoever Na- 
ture hath wrought in things that want Life, and may be kept, ſhall be 
ſorted and included. The fourth, Sach a Still-houſe ſo furniſhed with 
Mills, Inſtruments, Furnaces and Veſſels, as may be a Palace fit for a 
Philoſopher's Stone. Thus when your Excellency ſhall have added depth 
of Knowledge to the fineneſs of Spirits, Ind greatneſs of your Power, 
then indeed ſhall you lay a Triſmegiſtus ; and then, when all other 
Miracles and Wonders ſhall ceaſe, by reaſon that you ſhall kave diſco- 
wered their natural Cauſes, your ſelf ſhall be left the only Miracle and 
Wonder of the World.

* A || y Lords that have already ſpoken, Moſt Excellent Prince, 
1Y.Þ © have both uſed one Fallacy, in taking that for certain and 

* granted, Winch was moſt uncertain and doubttul ; for the one hath 
© neither drawn in queſtion the Succeſs and Fortune'of the Wars, nor 
© the other, the Difficultics and Errors in the Concluſions of Nature : 
© But theſe immoderate Hopes and Promites do many times ifiue from 
© thoſe of the Wars, into, Tragedics of Calamities and Diſtreſſes ; and 
* thoſe of Myſtical Philoſophy, into Comedies of ridiculous Fruftra- 
F 2 * tiOns 
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* tions and Diſappointments of ſuch Conceipts and Curioſities : Bur, 
© on the other ſide, in one Point my Lords have well agreed ; That 
© they both, according to their ſeveral Intentions, counſelled your 
© Excellency to win Fame, and to eternize your Name ; though the 
© one adviſeth it in a Courſe of great Peril, and the other, of little Dig- 
* nity and Magnificence. But, the plain and approved Way that is 
© fafe, and yet proportionable to the Greatneſs of a Monarch, to pre- 
© ſent himſelf to Poſterity, is not Rumour and Hear-ſay ; but the uſual 
* Memory of himſelf, is the Magnificence of goodly and Royal Buil- 
* dings and Foundations, and the new Inſtitutions of Orders, Ordi- 
© nances and Societies ; that is, that your Coin he ſtamped with your 
© own Image ; ſo in every part of your State there may be ſomewhat 
* new; which, by Continuance, may make the Founder and Author 
* remembred. It was perceived at the firſt, when Men ſought to cure 
* Mortality by Fame, that Buildings was the only way ; and there-- 
* of proceeded the known holy Antiquity of building the Tower of 
© Babel; which, as it was a Sin in the immoderate Appetite of Fame, 
*ſowas it puniſhed in thekind ; forthe Diverſities of Languages have 
* impriſoned Fame ever ſince. As for the Pyramids, the Cotolles, the 
© number of Temples, ColleFes, Bridges, Aquzdudts, Caſtles, Theatres, 
© Palaces, and the like, they may ſhew us, that Men ever miſtruſted 
* any other way to Fame than this only, of Works and Monuments. 
© Yea, even they which had the beſt Choice of other Means. Alexan- 
* der did not think his Fame fo engraven in his Conqueſts, but that 
* he thought it further ſhined in.the Buildings of Alexandria. Augu- 
* ſtus Ceſar thought no Man had done greater things .in Military A- 
* tions than himſelf, yet that which, at his Death, ran moſt in his 
* Mind, was his Building ; when he faid, not as ſome miſtake it, me- 
* taphorically, but literally, / found the City of Brick, but I leave 
*it of Marble. Conflantine the Great was wont to call with En- 
* vy the Emperor 7rajan, Wall-flower, becauſe his Name was upon 
* ſo many Buildings; whichnotwithſtanding, he himſelf did embrace 
* in the new founding of Conſtantinople, and ſundry other Buildings : 
* And yet none greater Conquerors than theſe two. And ſurely they 
* had reaſon ; for the Fame of great Actions is like to a Land-flood, 
* which hath no certain Head or Spring ; but the Memory and Fame 
: of Buildings and Foundations hath, as jt were, a Fountain in an Hill, 
: which continually feedeth and refreſheth the other Waters. Nei- 


* ther 
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« ther do; Excellent Prince, reſtrain my Speeches to dead Buildings 
« only, but intend.-1t alſo to other Foundations, Inſtitutions and Crea- 


« tions ; wherein I preſume the more to ſpeak confidently, becauſe F 


«am warranted herein by your own Wiſdom, who have made the 
« Firſt Fruits of your Actions of State, to inſtitute the honourable Or- 


« der of the Hel/met : The leſs ſhall IT need to fay, leaving your Excel»: 


« lency not ſo much ta follow my Advice, as your own Example.

ET it not ſeem Puſillanimity for your Excellency, Mighty Prince; 
| 1 fo deſcend a little from'your high Thoughts to a neceſſary Conſi= 
aeration of your own Eftate. Neither do you deny, Honourable Lords, 
to acknowledge Safety, Profit and Power to be of the Subſtance of Pc= 
licy, and Fame and Flonour rather to be as Flowers of well ordered 
Attions, than as good Guides. Now if you examine the Courſes propounds= 
ed according to theſe Reſpets, it muſt be confeſſed, that the courſe of 
Wars may feem to encreaſe Power, and the courſe of Contemplations and 
Foundations not prejudice a ; but if you look beyond the exterior, 
you ſhall find that the firif breeds Weakneſs, and the latter note 


Peril ; for certain it is during Wars, your Excellency will be enforced 


to your Souldiers , and generally to your People , and become leſs 
Abſolute and Monarchical than if you reign d in Peace; and then if your 


Succeſs be good, that you make new Conqueſts, you ſhall be conſtrained” 


ro ſpend the ſtrength of your ancient and ſetled Provinces , to afſure- 
your new-and doubtfut, and become like a ſtrong man, that by taking 
a great Burden upon his Shoulders, maketh himſelf weaker than he 
was before. Again, if you think you may not end Contemplations with 


Security, your Excellency will be deceived; for ſuch Studies will 


make you retired and diſuſed with your Buſineſs; whence will follow 
admiration of your Authority ; as for the other Point, of exerciſing 
in every part of your State ſomething new, derived from your ſelf, 


it will acquaint your Excellency with an humor of Innovation and 


Alteration ; which will make your Reign very turbulent and unſetled, 
aud niany times your Change will be for worſe ; as in the Example laſt 


touched 


# 
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touched, of Conſtantine, who by his new Tranſlation of his Eſtate, rut 
nated the Roman Empire. As for Profit, there appeareth a dire 
contrariety betwixt that and all the three Courſes; for nothing cauſeth 
ſuch diſſipation of Treaſure as Wars, Curicſities and Buildings ; and 
for all this to be recompenſed in a ſuppoſed. Honour, a Matter apt to 
be much extolled in Words, but uot greatly to be praiſed in Conceit, I 
do think it a Loſers Bargain. Beſides that, many politick Princes 
have received as much Conimendation for their wiſe and well ordered 
Government, as others have done for their Conqueſts and glorious Af 
feftions. And more worthy, becauſe the Praiſe of Wiſdom and Tudg- 
ment is leſs communicated with Fortune. Therefore, Excellent Prince, 
be not tranſported with Shews ; follow the Order of Nature, firſt to 
make the moF? of that yu poſſeſs, before you ſeek to purchaſe more, 
To put the Caſe by a private Man ( for 1 cannot ſpeak high ) if a man 
were born to.an hundred Pounds by the Tear, and one ſhew him how with 
Charge to purchaſe an hundred Pounds more, and another ſhould ſhew 
him how without Charge to raiſe that hundred Pounds unto five hundred 
Pounds, I ſhould think the latter Advice ſhould be followed. The 
Proverb is a Countrey-Proverb, but frignificative , Milk the Cow that 
ſtandeth ſtill ; why follow you her that flieth away 2 Do not think, 
Excellent Prince, that all the Congueſts you are to make be foreizn ; 
you are to conquer here at home the overgrowing of your Grandees 
. #n Fadtious, aud too great Liberties of your People, the great Reve- 
rence and Formalities given to your Laws and Cuſtoms, in derogation 
of your abſolute Prerogatives ; theſe and ſuch like be Conqueſts of 
State, though not of War. Tou want a Joſeph, that ſhould by Advice 
make you the only Proprietor of all the Lands and Wealth of your Sub- 
jeits. The Means how to ſtrain up your Sovereignty, and how to accu- 
mulate Treaſure and Revenue, they are the Secrets of your State : 1 
will not enter into them at this place ; T wiſh your Excefency as ready 
tothem, as I know the means ready to perform them,

E thank you for your good Opinions ; which have been fo welt 
\ ſet forth, as We ſhould think Our Selves not capable of good 
Counſel, if, in ſo great variety of perſwading Reaſons, we ſhould" fad- 
dainly refolve. Mean while, it ſhall not be amiſs to make choice of the 
laſt, and upon more Deliberation to determine of the ref ; and what 


Time we ſpend in long Conſulting, in the end we will gain by prompt and 
Jpezdy Executing, 


The Prince having ended his Specch, aroſe from his Seat, and took 
that Occaſion of Revelling : So he made choice of -a Lady. to dance 
withal ; ſo likewiſe -did the Lord Ambaſſador, the Penſioners and 
Courtiers attending the Prince. The reſt of that Night was paſſed 
in thoſe Paſs-times. - The Performance of which Nights work being 
very caretully and orderly handled, did ſo delight and pleaſe the No+ 
bles, and the other Auditory, that thereby Grays-Zn did: not only 
recover their Joſt Credit, and quite take away all the Diſgrace that 
the former Night of Errors had incurred ; but got inſtead thereof, ſo 
great Honour and Applauſe, as either the good Reports of our honou- 
rable Friends that were preſent could yield, or we our ſelves deſire. 

The next Day the Prince, accompanied with the Ambaſſador of 
Templaria, and attended by both Trains, took his. Progreſs from his 
Court of Graya, to the Lord Mayor's Houle, called Cosby's Flice, in 
Biſhop s-gate-ſtreet ; as being, before that time, invited to dine with 
him. This Shew was very ttatcly and orderly performed ; the Prince 
being mounted upon a rich Foot-cloth, the A;mbailador likewiſe ri- 
ding near him ; the Gentlemen attending, with the Prince's Officers, 
and the Ambaſlador's Favourites, before ; and the other coming bc- 
hind the Prince ; as hefet it down in the general Marſhalling, in the 
beginning. Every one had his Feather in his Cap, to diſtinguiſh of 
whether State he was ; the Grayaxs uſinga white, and the 7emplarians 
uſing Aſh-colour'd Feathers ; to the number of fourſcore in all, very

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well appointed, and provided of great Horſes and Foot-cloths, accor-

ding to their Places. Thus they rode very gallantly, from Grays-my, 


through Chancery-lane, Fleet-ftreet, fo through Cheap-fide, Corn-hill, 
and to Cosby's Place, in Biſhop s-gate-ſtreet ; where was a very ſum- 
ptuous and coſtly Dinner for the Prince, and all his Attendants, with 


variety of Muſick, and all good Entertainment. Dinner being ended, 


the Prince ant his Company having revelled a while, returned again 
the ſame Way, and in the fame Order as he went thither, the Streets 
being thronged and filled with People, to ſee the Gentlemen as they 
paſſed by ; who thought there had been ſome great Prince, in very 
deed, . paſſing through the City. So this popular Shew through the 
Streets pleaſed the Lord Mayor and his Commonalty ſo well, as the 
great Lords, and others of good Condition and Civility, were con- 
tented with our former Proceedings. 

Shortly after this Shew, there came Letters to our State from Fre- 
derick Templarius ; wherein he deſired, that his Ambaſſador might 
be diſpatched with Anſwer to thoſe Things which he came to treat of. 
So he was very honourably diſmiſſed, and accompanied homeward 
with the Nobles of Parpoole : Which Departure was before the next 
grand Day. The next grand Night was upon 7Twelfth-day at Night ; 
at which time the wonted honourable and worſhipful Company of 
Lords, Ladies and Knights were, as at other times, aſſembled ; and 
every one of them placed conveniently, according to their Condition. 
And when the Prince was aſcended his Chair of State, and the Trum- 
pets ſounded, there was preſently a Shew which concerned His High- 
nefs's State and Government : The Invention was taken. out of the 
Prince's Arms, as they are blazon d in the beginning of his Reign, by 
the King at Arms. | 

Firſt, There came fix Knights of the Helmet, with three that they, 
led as Priſoners, and were attired like Monſters and Miſcreants. The 
Knights gave the Prince to underſtand, that as they were returning

from their Adventures out of Ruſſa, wherein they aided the Emperor 


of Kuſha, 2gainſt the Tartars, they ſurprized theſe three Perfons, which 
were con{piri”g againſt His Highneſs and Dignity : and that being 
apprehended Ly them, they could not urge them to diſcloſe what they 
were : By which they reſting very doubtful, there centred in the two 
Goddeſſes -/-ety and Amity; and they faid, that they would diſcloſe 


to the Priacc who theſe ſuſpected Perſons were ; and thereupon ſhewed,

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that they were. Envy, Male-content and Folly : Which three had muchx 
miſ-liked His Highneſfs's Proceedings, and had attempted many things 
againſt his State ; and but for them two, Yertue and United Friends 
ip, all their Inventions had been diſappointed. Then willed they 
the Knights to depart, and to carry away the Offenders ; and that 
they themſelves ſhould come in more pleaſing ſort, and. better befit- 
ting the preſent. So the Knights departed, and Yertue and {mit 
promiſed, that they two would ſupport His Excellency againſt all his- 
Foes whatſoever, and then departed with moſt pleaſant Muſick. Af- 
ter their Departure, entred the ſix Knights in a very ſtately Mask, 
anddanced a new deviſed Meaſure ; and after that, they took to them. 
Ladies and Gentlewomen, anddanced with them their Ga//ards, and 
ſo departed with Muſick. Which being done, the Trumpets were- 
commanded to ſound, and then the King at Arms came in before the 
Prince, and told His Honour, that there was arrived an Ambaſſador 
from the mighty Emperor of Ruſſia and Moſcovy, that had ſome Mats. 
ters of Weight to make known to His Highneſs. So the Prince wil- 
led that he ſhould be admitted into his Preſence ; who came in: At-. 
tire of Ruſha, accompanied with two of his own Country, in like Ha- - 
bit. When they were come in preſence of the Prince, the Ambaſſa-. 
dor made his Obeyfance, and took out Letters of Credence, and: 
humbly delivered them to the Prince, who.gave them to the King at: 
Arms, to be read publickly, as followeth. ls

: Y my Letters given at Pont-Zlborn, the Laſt of December, 1 

* gave your Honour to underſtand, that His Excellency's Mer- 
* chants of Pxrpoole began to ſurceaſe their Traffick to Clerkenwel, 
© Newington and Bank-/ide, and ſuch like Roads of Charge and Diſ- 
* charge, becauſe they feared leſt certain Rovers, which lay hovering 
* about the Narrow Seas, . ſhould intercept them in their Voyages. 
* Since which time, may it pleaſe your Honour, I have diſcovered an 
© huge Armado of French Amazons, to the number of ſeven hundred 
© Carats, Galeaſſes, great Galeaſſes, and tall Ships ; beſides Pinnaces, 
* Frigots, Carvels, Shallops, and ſuch ſmall Veſſels innumerable ; 
* which being diſperſed into ſundry Creeks, work daily much damage 
* to all ſorts of People, and Adventurers hold in durance ; not ſuffe- 
* ring one Man to eſcape, till he have turned French. Divers Enfigns, 
* Standards, Pendants, Tilting-ſtaves,- ſhort Trunchions for the prin- 
* cipal Officers, and ſuchlike Proviſion for His Excellency's Triumphs, 
© they have caſt over-board ; for no other Cauſe, favethat his Subjects 
© were bound inward from Gel/derland, a Nation that they have al-

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* chant of St.Giles's, calted Amarpſo, and the Admiral of the Amazons, 
© called the Rowſe-flower ; wherein the Merchant having gained the 
© Wind, came up with her m ſuch cloſemanner, that he brake hisBolt- 
© ſprite in her hinder Quarter : Yet notwithſtanding, the Fight conti- 
© nued fiercely, on either part, two tong Hours, and more ; in which 
© time, our Gunner, being a very expert Soldier, ſhot her four or five 
© times under Water : Then tne Merchant perceiving his Powder to 
© be ſpent, was inforced to grapple; and fo, with great Reſolution, laid 
© her a-board on the Waſte, which he found ſtoutly defended by the 
* French; yet, at length, being driven from their cloſe Fight, they 
© were conſtrained to keep under Hatches, where one of the Soldiers 
* entring, ſpied Fire in the Gun-room ; notwithſtanding, he deſcen- 
* ded very deſperately. Then the Admiral, ſeeing no hope to eſcape, 
- © fired her Powder, and burnt her ſelf. The Soldiers, and the Ship, 

* which, asI after learned, wasof an incomparable Burthen ; infomuch 
* that ſhe had been known to have born nine hundred fighting Men in 
* her Poup. Her chief Lading was Cochenella, Musk, Guaiacum, Ta- 
* bacoand Le grand Vezole, The chief of Account that were blown up, 
* were Catharina Dardana, Peta de Lee, and Maria de Rotulis, The 
rich Carrick of Newington coming toreſcue their Admiral, were ſocloſe 
at fight when ſhe was-fired, that the Flame of the Wild-fire caught hold 
of tacir Captain's inner Cabbin ; and had not one Barbara de Chirur- 
giabeen ready with his Syringe, to havecaſt on Water, Milk, Lotium, 
and ſuch like cooling Liquors, and there quenched the Wild-fire be- 
times, they had been both, doubtleſs, conſumed to Aſhes : But by his 
* Care and Coming, they are both eſcaped alive, though ſhrewdly 
* ſeorched, and are taker Priſoners. The whole number of them that 
* periſhed in this hot Conflict, is five hundred fitty five ; and Priſoners, 
* ninety nine. Our Ship had noother hurt, fave that ſhe ſprang her 
- Main-Malt in ſuch fort, as that ſhe is not able to tear any high Sail.

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There were alſo read like Letters from Stapulia and Bernardia, of 
Intelligences, and alſo from Low- Ho/born ; wherein were ſet forth the 
Plots of Rebellion and Inſurrettion, that thoſe, His Excellency's Sub- 
jets, had deviſed againſt His Highneſs and State, and of ſome other 
Occurrences in thole Parts of His Highneſs's Dominions. And when 
they were all read, the Prince made this Speech: following. 


fa ſuddain Accidents (Lords) would make a Prince of little Spi- 
rit ſuſpect himſelf to be unfortunate. The Stapulian fallen away ; 
the Bernardian hold's out ! News of Tumults, Treaſons, Conſpiracies, 
Commotions, Treacheries, Inſurreftions! Say our Lands were ſacked, our 
IVealth ſpoiled, our Friends ſlain, our Self forſaken, vanquiſhed, capti- 
vated, and all the Evils that might be, were fallen upon Us ; yet could 
there be nothing ſo adverſe,but that our Fortitude and heighth of Cou- 
rage were able to over-work. Theſe Events are not Matters of Moment, 
or of Subſtance of our Government : Theſe are not Misfortunes, but For 
tune's Feſts, that gives them. ſhe loves not, ſhews of good Luck, that in 


the end ſhe may do them greater Spight : But when ſhe meaneth Good, 


ſhe prepares Men with ſome little Bitterneſs, that her good Tarns, when 
they come, may ſeem more pleaſant and delightful. Theſe Events proceed 
of Error in our former Government, who ſhould not have put great Men, 
well loved, or popular, into ſo great places of Sovereignty ; nor one Man 
ſhould poſſeſs ſo great a Place, of ſo great Command; by too much Autho« 
rity and Greatneſs, a right good Mind is oftentimes corrupted : In this 
late, We rather allow a ſevere Man, ſomewhat hated ; for better were a 
little profitable Civil Diſſention,than a gy and Love that were likes 
ly to prove dangerous. Lords, you ſhall fin 
things once gotten, than at the firſt to obtain it. Hitherto no Prince 
in this World hath had better Succeſs than our Self. Men ſay, that So- 
wvereignty is uncertain, and an ill Security ; ſubjecd to Cares, Troubles, 
Emvy, Treacheries, Hate, Fear, Diſtru$t : We have hitherto found none 
of thoſe. That a Prince hath no ſure Friend, no faithful Servant, no 
Safe Place, no quiet Hour, no ſecure Pleaſure : AU theſe have We, and 
more, in great abundance ; and theſe things, which toother Princes have 
been the occaſions of Miſ-hap, have been to Vs the very Infiruments of 
Pleaſure, and much Service, What Prince ever found in his Subjetts,

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When the Prince had concluded, for his Farewel, he took a Ledy 
to dance withal, and fo did the reſt of the Knights and Courtiers 5 
and after ſome tim2 ſpent in — the Prince took his way to 
his Lodging, and fo the Company diflolved, and made an end of this 
Night's Work.

On the next Morning His Highneſs took his Journey towards Ruſ- 
fa, with the Ambalſlador, and there he remained until: Cau/emas ; at 
which time, after his glorious Conquelts abroad, His Excellency retur- 
ned home again ; in which the Purpoſe of the Gentlemen was much 
diſappointed by the Readers.and Ancients of the Houſe, by reaſon of 
the Term : So that very good Inventions, which were to:be'perfor- 
med in publick at his Entertainment into the Howe again, and two 
grand Nights which were intended at his Triumphal-Return, where- 
with his Reign had been conceitedly determined, were by the afore-

cometh their Loyalty to ſo Gracious a Sovereign, When: 
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'When this News of the Prince's Return out'of * Ruſia was thus fent 
abroad, and that it waz known that His Highneſs - was to-come by- 
Greenwich, where the Court then lay, itwas given the Gentlemen to 
underſtand, that Her Majeſty did expect, that in paſſing by, our Prince 
ſhould land, and do his Homage ; the rather becauſe, in Chriſtmas, 
there was great Expectation of laiscoming thither, to preſent Her Ma- 
jeſty witt-ſome Paſs-time, and none pertormed. Whereupon it was 
determined, that in pailing by, there ſhould be a Letter directed to 
Sir Thomas Heneage, our honourable good Friend, that he ſhould ex- 
cuſe-us for that time ; which Lexter hereafter is ſet down. 

Upon the ft. of: February,. the Prince and his Train-were met at 
Black-wall; from whence'they came-upon the River of Thames, in a 
very gallant Shew.' Being come ſo near his own Country, he left his 
Navy of Ships, as-not fit tor fo ſhort a Cut, and the matter not being 
very great or dangerous, and he and his Retinue took to them fifteen 
Barges, bravely turniſhed with Standards, Pendants, Flags and Strea- 
mers: There was alſo'in every Barge, Mufick and Trumpets ; and in 
* ſome, Ordnance and Shot. Being thus gallantly appointed, we came 
on our Way by the Stairs at Greenwich, where the Ordnance was ſhot 
oft, andthe whole Navy made a Sail round about ; and the fecond 
time, when the Admiral, in which the Prince was, came directly be-

The Letter being delive' ed, and Her Majeſty made acquainted 
with the Contents, her gracious Anſwer was ; That if the Letter had 
not excuſed his Paſſing by, he ſhould have done Homage before he 
had gone away, although he had been a greater Prince than he was : 
Yet ſhe faid, the liked well his galſant Shews, that were made at his 
Triumphant Return. And Her Highneſs added further, That if he 
would come at Shrovetide, he and. his Followers ſhould have Enter- 
tainment according to his Dignity. And the Meſſenger returned:

The Prince and his Company continued their Courſe, until they 
came to the Tower ; where, by Her Majeſty's Commandment, he 
was welcomed with a Volley of great Ordnance, by. the Lieutenant 
of the Tower..

In this State the Prince was 
conducted to Grays-nn, where His Excellency was received by a Pcal 
ot Ordnance, and Sound of Trumpets, and all the good Entertain- 
ment that all his loving Subjects could make, to ſhew their Love and 
Loyalty to His Highneſs. | 
The Prince being thus received, came, after wpper, into the Hall, 
and there he danced and revelled among the Nobles, and others of 
is own Court ; and in like manner they ſpent. the Day following ; 
but there was no other Performance, by reaſon of.want of the Stage 
and Scaffolds, till Shrovetide, that they went to the Court : And the 
things that were then performed before Her Majeſty, were rather to 
diſcharge our own Promiſe, than to fatisfie the Expectation of others.

When theſe Speeches were'thus delivered, Proteus, with his bident

Hereat Proteus, 
Amphitrite and*Thamefis,' with their Attendants, the Nymphs and 
Tritons, went: unto the Rock, and then the Prince. and the ſeven 
Knights iſſued forth of the Rock, in a very ſtately Mask, very richly 
 attired, . and gallantly provided of all things meet for the performance 
of ſo great an Enterprize. They come forth of the Rock in Couples, 
and before every Couple came two Pigmies with Torches. At their 
firſt coming on the Stage, they danced a new deviſed Meaſure, &c. 
After which, they took unto them Ladies ; and with them they dan- 
ced their Galliards, Courants, &c. And they danced another new Mea- 
ſure; after the ead whereof, the Pigmies brought eight Eſcutcheons, 
with the Maskers Devices thereupon, and delivered them to the E- 
ſquire, who offered them to Her Majeſty ; which being done, they 
took their Order again, and with a new Strain, went all into the 
Rock ; at-which time there was ſung another new Hymn within the 
Rock.
